Dr. BriflgcH Addresses Psy- 
cliulogicid Society al 
Mount Koyal 

ELUCIDATES THEORIES 



Kclnlioii Between Pbysicul 
Cbaruclcristics And Mental 
Trails Investigated 

"The formation ot porsonallty Is 
an arlistic work which every .n 
may perform," said I'rofessor Uridgen 
last night, .■idilresslnp ii nircling of 
tho Montreal I'sychologlcal Club at 
tho Mount noyal Hotel. 

Tho theories ot Krotschmer, .Mac- 
aullffe, and Dr. Nn.c.aratl concerning 
tho relation between physl^'al -bar- 
actcristics and mental traits were 
reviewed. Thcso theories, stressed 
tho .''peaker, aro fundamentally tho 
samo thing looked til from different 
points of view. Dr. Nncarati, an 
Un.ll,an-Aniorlcnn, classified men 
physically as tho round, fat typo 
and the long, thin typp, each having 
a particular person.allly. A French 
■writer, Mac.auliffe, /xplained person- 
ality, menial and ph.vslcat In terms of 
blo-chemlstry; tho f.it typo having 
an affinity, for water and tho thin 
type none. 

Mental Aapcott 

Professor Bridges spoke a.t length 
on the mental part of personality, 
classifying it under Ihroo he^ds — 
Intellect, Tcmporam6nt and Char- 
acter, 

The intellect, -he said, is the know- 
ing part, consisting of perception, 
im.aginalion and idea organization. 

Tho supremo Intellect achieves by 
organization a. scientific world-view. 
People's inlelloc-ts, differ in ' Ideas 
and In organization. "The narrow 
mind with no organization Is feeble- 
minded'". ' ^ 

The temperament, Dr. Bridges de- 
clared, is coniposeil ot feelings, ^mi- 
tlons and the affective intelligence — 
.some people tending to havo plens.anl 
feelings and emotions, others un- 
pleasant. Tho affcotivo Intelligence, 
which I» Professor Bridges' parti- 
cular field ot research, was defined 
by the speaker a,>> "Tho, rapacity to 
modify feelings .and emotions". 
•Formation Of Character 

Character Is made up of impulses 
or '"drives" as psychologists now 
call them. Controversy now rages as 
to whether impuLses .are Inherited, o- 
ocquired. Professor Bridges referred 
to Freud's rcsearclies on tho "mating 
impulse" and Adder's "caglo impulse" 
—otherwise iunbltlon. Tlio speaker 
wondered whether .the "food githci'- 
ing Impult-o" was inherited or ac- 
quired. Inhibitions, aro controlled 
Impulses. Pathological Inhibitions iiro 
often found, resulting In tho creation 
of a prudo with a strong "sex drive". 

Balance is llio most Important 
factor In a fine personality. "I ihinU 
that lluro Ih an over-emphasis now- 
adays on the development ot Intellect 
In schools and collpges," Dr. Bridges 
concluded.

Holule Certainty in Life 

SPEAKS AT S.C.A.- 



Prayer Is Creates! Weapon 
Against Doubt Tliat 
' Humans Possess 

"To argue that there Is absolute 
certainty in lite, is impossible; in 
order to goon living wo aro perpetual- 
ly forced to frame hyposthcses, forced 
lo act on inaufflclent evidence to take 
risks, to venture, and to walk gy faith 
not sight," was the main poiiil stress- 
ed by Dr. Angus in Ills talk on 
Faith and Prayer al tiie meeting of 
the S.CA. held in Stratliconii ilail 
last nlglit. 

"It is impossibly lo prove your own 
exiàtcnco event doubl is always pos- 
sible,' but continual doubt or neutral- 
ity In face ot decisions, is punished by 
death or mental paralysis. Wc make 
plana for to-inorro'v," states Dr. An- 
gus, "which may never come. Your 
fathers went forth into tiio wiider- 
noBS, and left you a Conllnent of op- 
portunity," It is by faith that we arc 
lead to plan for the future and ven- 
luro out into the unknown.

J. S. Woodsworth, M.P., 
Answers Present-Day 
Problems 



PROGRESS MADE 



Gives Views on Unemploy- 
ment, Its Cansc!*, And 
Possible Cnres 



tiDupsI liiiiM nf llie LaliiiiM' movement 
policy In t.'aiiarl,'!. anil llu; iinomploy- 
iiieiit Kllualluii were discussed at 
length by IMr. .1. S. AVoodsworlli M. P. 
in all interview with the Daily yester- 
day afieriioon. Mr. Woodsworlli is In 
tho city for a short lime interviewing 
Ii.-Lboilr leadorn .and delivering ad- 
dresses on Divorce and Unemploy- 
ment. 

"On tho whole the traditional policy 
ot the Labour movement in. America 
has not been favourable to political 
action," stated Mr. Woodsworth. "But 
In Cnnad.a there is a. distinct move- 
ment to definite political action es- 
pecially among the rank find file, 
many of whom have been trained in 
the Labour movement in Great Britain. 
Further, until' recently, it wan against 
the law for Trado Union-s to' contrl- 
buto to campaign funds. This law has 
since been changed leaving the door 
open for definite political action, as 
far as the House of Commons la Itself 
concerned. Although, our numbers are 
small wo have a working arrangement 
with the Independent farmer members 
wliicli has enabled us to cxercUo very 
considerable influence." 

Lack of Buying Power 

"When askeil It he considered that 
t!ho world was, suffering from over- 
production. Mr. "Woodsworth replied 
"that although the modern system ot 
concentrated control ot machinery has 
solved the problem ot production, It 
has not solved the problem ot dis- 
tribution. There is not the slightest 
doubt that up to a point It has 
brought world-wide benefit to man- 
kind; It has enabled. us to spread our 
modern civilization almost around the 
world; it lias ciuablod us to construct 
railroads, build factories and so forth. 
But now that It is established in Eu- 
rope and the United States, and is ex- 
tending to Asia, tho world' Is produc- 
ing more than people can purchase. 
We aro not producing more than ■we 
can ^consume. For instance while wc 
aro producing wheat in western Can- 
ada tar in excess ot our domestic de- 
mands, there aro starving millions in 
other parts of tho world who cannot 
purchase our, surplus. .There Is a lack 
ot buying power In the world at 
large." 

Remedies For Unemployment 

In reply to the question as to a re- 
medy for tiio prevailing system of 
unemployment, he was ot the opinion 
that in general the solution ot our pro- 
blems can be found only by the adop- 
tion of co-oporatlvo principles In prj- 
ductiiiii iiml illstrlbution, and by ti-.e 
public control nf credit. "Why shovi'.a 
tho tanner got only 13 pur cont when 
the baker gets 60 per cent, t um not

Choosing The Best 

THERE is a puzzle in our colleges which is 
perplexing many people. "Why is it," 
they ask, "that you can always get a good 
crowd at the big dances, but when it comes 
to musical concerts, lectures, and papers on 
various subjects, the crowd is always 
small A1 -MeGill. this question comes up 
over and over again. ■ ' 

Perhaps we can suggest a few reasons 
wliy. Student . s every day in the week are 
obliged under our compulsory attendance 
system to go to lectures and labs, so that 
when it conies to spending their spare time, 
they seek as great an outlet as iwssible. 
"Going to these extra lectures is just like 
the old grind," a student tells us. They 
seek divertisements which allow them to 
relax, to liave enjoyment passively, where 
no unordinary taxing of the brains is likely 
"to be neces.sary. They seek a definite break, 
where the monotony of droning voices in 
a quiet room will not be present. What of 
rau.'îical concerts? After a week of sitting 
in classrooms and the library, they want to 
exert themselves — to take part in activity 
rather than to sit back passively. They 
hear music — ^j-es, jazz music — but are also 
able to be. active themselves. 

But in taking, this attitude, do we not, 
so to speak, "throw out the 'baby with the 
bathwater?" In deciding against such lec- 
tures, and concerts do we not abandon 
them rather loo quickly and too rashly? 
If we think it over more carefully, can we 
not find an arrangement whereby we are 
able to include .some lectures and concerts 
and also include some dances. We tend 
much too often to be lopsided in our view of 
things. It is well for us to remember too 
that it is almost as bad for us to go to 
nothing but concerts and lectures as to go 
to nothing but dances. 

[ow can we, .^o to speak, throw out 
ië^bathwater but keep the baby,? We can 
'jhoose our activities carefully, in order of 
their real .significance to us. We can pick 
and choose, and only aWe our attention to 
things in which we are genuinely interest- 
ed. We can disregard the different campus 
enthuisiasts, each shouting for his own 
activity, and soberly say to ourselves, 
"Which clubs will I be interested in this 
year? Which dances will I attend? Am I 
sure they are' the activities which will 
" mean the mcst?" 

In this way, each club will have its 
little consciencious group of students; each 
.dance will be attended by people who have 
chosen caiefuUy and who do not say, "Oh 
well, I might as well go," and by so doing, 
spend thne which must be made up sby 
missing another more vital activity. 

This careful discrimination of ours 
will not be made without costs. We will 
have to give up clubs in which we were 
only interested because we have friends 
in them, but it is our only means of putting 
the most in and getting the most out, of 
our years at college.

ARTISTS AND COOKS 



.\rt for art's sake is a conception that has 
largely ceased to motivate arUsls. Our economic 
system has 'practically thrown out tho typo of 
craftsman who believes that things should he made 
well or not at all. Perfection apd. profits do not 
go together. 

Perhaps It la stretching a point to call a res- 
taurant cook an artist. But. "artist" Is a rather 
loose term, anyway: as usually applied, It means 
person engaged in the making of something 
beautiful, or- at least aomethtne that gives pleas- 
uro, either to himself or to someone else. A cook, 
then, may come within the limits of tho dctinltion; 
but unfortunately many cooks, partioularly those 
that abound in and around the neighborhood ot 
Tcchnologj'.iaro not Influenced to any great de- 
gree by that which motivates the true artist. 

An artist is judged by what lie creates; fii'st 
by ii3 qualify, second, by Us quantity. There uro 
cooks whose offerings are unlmpeachablo as far 
aa quality is concerned, but the qiiantlty is so lim- 
ited as to make them too «xpènslve for tho aver- 
age bourgeois ptirae. They ar* far outnumbered by 
those whose 'creations excel in quantity, but fall 
to attract tho sensitive palate. It is with tho lat- 
ter that the college student who "cats out" has 
to deal. • , '. 

The most, slaririg detect In the cuislno of tho 
average lunch room or cafetcrlji. is tho slzo and 
quality of tha apple pic. Tlicro probably was a 
time, away back .in tho younger days of tho older 
generaUon, when a piece ot pie meant a full 90 
degree quadrant. At a later date, when tho In- 
dustrlol ago had set in, tariff borrlero had been 
raised, aind "free silver" had passed into history, 
someone cut a pie Into five pieces, and still later 
Into six. Just when tho 60-degroe cut M'as aban- 
doned^ we do not know. Certain it Is that overy 
restaurant between Central Square and tho Har- 
vard Bridge cuts Us plo inlo..iievon' pieces. Some 
places have dodged tho Issue by making tho pie 
a little thinner and the apples a lltlto more tast^o- 
lets, and havo thus retained the 60-dcgreo cut; 
but .the echblaatic palate Is not thus easily fooled. 

In many other ' respects tho restaurant menu 
fails to come up to the students' standard ot what 
sonstitutes "hom» cooking." Several college cata- 
logues advise students to board where they room 
It possible. The artistic reasons for this may not 
be very clear; but the gastronomic and economic 
reasons are aelf-evident.

For some time now there has been an under 
current of talk about tlie abolition ot class officers. 
The talk wages back and forth, now culminating in 
a move mad« by the Student Council to look Into 
the matter carefully and report both the advant 
ages and disadvantages of such a move. The re 
port of the Student Council oommlttee on the ques- 
tion ot abolition will he referred to the executive 
committee of the University, from whence, it pass- 
ed, it will come before the student body for a re- 
ferendum, :l 

At first, there will be strong talk against tho 
change from tho present syateni. That is to bo 
more or less expectoc^,. since the inertia of the mind 
will balk at change, Looking more deeply into tho 
matter, however, one will note Just exactly what 
the underlying forces are. Primarily there is the 
obvious fact that class officers do ahsolutcly 
riothlng, from one year in another. Not tlial llicro 
is no room for oollon, Inu tho Immobility ot tho 
class Itself, as well ^s tho partial lapk of momen- 
tum ofi the part of the officers, prevents anything 
from happening. 

Tlicre .tro many factors lo take iiUo considcra- 
Uon in discussing this abrupt chango from ono 
system to jiolljlng at ail. Tho University of Wis- 
consin abo)|8hcrl cla;ss organizations two or three 
years ago, wltii no npparciit III effects. Most col- 
leges still retafn the old idea of organization down 
to the last ditch, with a chunco for overy titiKienl 
lo be at lenst a. vico-prealdenl of aoiny uliib or 
other. Tho organlzalloii prolilciu alone ia large 
enough to merit special attention, und in connec- 
tion with the {ibpiltlon of officers, Ills into the 
scheme very handily.

The greatest defect in moat of the 
plays ciiiiilng to our local liuarclR Ibis 
scnsiiii Is l.ick ot a good slury. and In 
ilils n-garil ",--^trepl Hccnc" .-ilsn falls, 
[iiit although the frame-work may ap- 
pear wcnk, tho continual Interest and 
action raises Iho play far above the 
average. With "Striingc Interlude" it 
ninks as tho best of the season to 
date. 

.Nc.iily forty different persons ap- 
pear on the. otage and each is a fainl- 
lliir character to most of us. There is 
the woman with Iho perpetual cold in 
the bend who Insists upon her right to 
know llie private affairs of everyone 
in tlie vicinity. In AgneB Cushiiig Iher'n 
1.1 (lepicled Ih» waslied-oul old m.ild, 
who has lost her youth and her hap- 
piness caring for her aged mother. 
Fllippo Forentlno is the corpulent, 
volubo and lovable Italian. Alice 
Simpson protrays a certain typo ot 
charity worker, known to all, her ail- 
ment seems to be p».vohologlcal and 
Mr. i^'orentino's suggestion for a cure 
might really work out If a man could 
be found willing to make allowances. 

The action Is centred in front of a 
dilapidated tenement tiomnwiicrc In 
.Vew York. As to story, there' is not 
enough to make it worth while telling, 
but the dialogue and the Interaction of 
the thirty-odd characters probably 
holds the .audience better than any 
plot could do. 

Most ot the- role's are well handled 
and although a little more ' restraint 
would not be amiss in certain cases; 
yet, on the wliole, the characters are 
sympathetically, portrayed. Throughout 
tlie piece runs an undercurrent of 
street noises.
